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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 2, 7-1 1 and 1 5-1 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for the indication of the allowability of claims 1 , 2, 7-1 1 and 1 5-1 9 are: 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 7-11 and 15-18, the prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest in combination with the other claimed features a mounting assembly comprising 
a first and second opening extending from said bottom surface, a first fastener having 
major thread diameter frictionally engage in said first opening for temporary storage with 
said electrical junction box prior to installation; and said aperture in said integral 
extension and said apertures in said top wall having a larger width than said major 
thread diameter of said first fastener, whereby said larger width of said aperture in said 
integral extensions and said apertures in said top wall enable said fixture to be 
supported entirely by said first fastener and said overhead support. 

Regarding claim 19, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in combination 
with the other claimed features a method of attaching a fixture comprising the steps of 
providing a first and second openings extending from said bottom surface, a first 
fastener frictionally engaged in said first opening for temporary storage with said 
electrical junction box prior to installation, providing said aperture in said integral 
extensions and said apertures in said top wall with a larger width than said major thread 
diameter of said first fastener, and securing said fixture to said overhead support by 
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installing said first fastener through said apertures in said integral extensions, through 
said apertures in said top wall and into said overhead support. 

These limitations were found in claims 1, 2, 7-11 and 15-19, and are neither 
disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
